In Motor Accidents 


Alberta had 40 fatalities in motor 
accidents in 1946, which was less 
than any other western province, ac- 
cording to figures compiled at Ot- 
tawa. 

(Nevertheless, officials of the Al- 
berta Motor Association are contin- 
uing to stress the need for greater 
safety on the highways in order to 
reduce the accident total this year, 

It is realized that with the motor 
traffic volume continuing to mount, 


_ the risk of a greater number of ac- 


cidents is proportionately increased, 
But this can be reduced to a’ mini- 
mum by the exercising of still great- 
er driving care. 

Gafety weeks are being organized 
or have been carried out in different 
parts of the province, while police 
officers are giving their full co-op- 
eration. Educational campaigns con- 
tribute in large measure to safety 
education, but this must be backed 
up by the wholehearted co-operation 
of all to ensure the best possible

“Being a YWOA Secretary is one 
way to see the world,” says Betty

Industries, a concern which had no 
previous experience in the vehicle 
industry, contracted with the gov- 
ernment to produce an all-Austra- 
Han car within two\ yeara, but 


The war did, however, provide op- 
portunities for great technical ex- 
perience to all. the companies, and 
several gpecific proposals were put 
forward by some of the actual manu- 
facturers, 


Few of the firms putting forward 
plans for the production of an aill- 
Australian car have set definite pro- 
Auction dates. One company, however 
hag stated that it could. be in full 
production on a vehicle 95 per cent 
Australian, within two ‘years. 

The implications of this policy are 
particularly significant for Oaneda, 
as over a period of years her export 
of vehicle chassis and parts to Aus- 
tralia have aggregated 25 per cent’ of 
the total value of trade with the 
Commonwealth, In 1045, there were 
70 factories engaged in the construc- 
tion and assembly of motor’ vehicles, 
but three-quarters of the assembly 
was done by three organizations. 
General Motors—Holden’s Ltd. uses 
Canadian chassis for Chevrolet cars 
and utilities, and Maple Leaf trucks, 
Ford Motor Company of Australia 
Pty. Ltd. imports Canadian chassis 
for Ford V-8 and Mercury cars and 
utilities, and Ford trucks, while Chry- 
sler-Dodge Distributors (Australia)

Poison ivy looks. like Virginia 
Creeper, but has three leaves instead 
of five, It is very ingratiating—grow- 
ing meekly in waste places, equally 


,at home in rich woodlands or near 


bathing beaches. All parts of the 
plant—leaves, flewer, fruit, bark or 
roots—<are equally poisonous. This 
piant’s poison can be carried. by 
clothes wnich have come in contact 
with the plant, particularly if the 
clothes are damp at time of contact, 
Animals walking in the plants also 
will carry the poison, 

However, if you do become involv- 
ed: with poison ivy, don’t scratch and 
remember that your greatest friend 
is cheap laundry soap, which gets 
down to businegs with the oily poi- 
son. Use soap generously and scrub 
the infected parts well under running 
water. 

Beware of drinking water which 
appears clean, but possibly could be 
contaminated. Water is a notorious 
vehicle for the transmission of ser- 
ious diséazes, but can be made safe 
by boiling or chlorinating. Also, the 
common dipper or cup should be 
avoided. 

Vacationists are advised against 
tile use of unpasteurized milk. Home 
pasteurization methods should be 
used if the commercially pasteurized 
product is not a . Use of milk 
dnvolves unnecessary 
risk because while milk is one of the 
best all-round foods available, it un- 
fortunately is easily contaminated 
by disease-dealing bacteria, This ap- 
plies to milk produced under the 
most ganitary conditions. 

Also, it will be well to remember 
that many of the summer difficul- 
ties with children result from inagnf- 
ficient rest. Older infants and young 
children should gb to bed at least as 
early on hot nights as usual—and if 
showing signs of fatigue should be 
bathed and put to bed earlier. 


IMMUNIZATION 
Although disease is leas likely to 
strike the healthy pergon than one 
who is in poor condition, more than 
mere good health is needed to be 
quite sure of safety at all times. 
Medical authorities advise, par- 
ticularly, that the extra protection 
afforded by inoculation, vaccina- 
tion and other forms of immuniza- 
tion, be afforded to children, Before 
they are sent back to achool this 
Fall, it is suggested that family doc- 
tors be consulted about the advisab- 
ility of giving the youngsters all 
the special scientific safeguards—

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HIGH QUALITY EGGS 
IN SUMMER 


With a little more effort on ‘the 
part of the poultrykeeper egge of 
high quality can, be produced during 
the heat of summer, says A. 8. 
Johnson, Poultry Division, _ Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 

Egg quality can be maintained 


; only by suitable conditions of man- 


agement from the time the eggs ate 
laid, Once lost, it cannot be reclaim- 


, @d and good storage in grading sta- 


tions is. of no avail. The chief res- 
ponsibility rests with the farmer, 
Best resulte can be obtained by fre- 
quent gathering, rapid coolirg and 
frequent delivery. 

Deterioration of egg quality is 
most rapid at high temperatures, 
When eggs lie in nests in warm wea- 
ther they lose their Original animal 
heat very slowly. They . should be 
gathered as often as possible, not 
lessithan three times per day. When 
gathered, eggs should be cooled rap- 
idly. 

Experiments have shown that the 
quality of eggs is directly affected 
by high temperatures resulting from 
infrequent gathering and poor hold- 
ing conditions. Unless they are held 


in a ‘room in which the temperature’ 
. is below 60 degrees F., and not too 


dry, there is little advantage in col- 
lecting them often, 

If eggs are delivered to grading 
stations or stores at least twice a 
week then there is assurance of good 
quality being maintained. It is of 
little importance whether hens are 
kept indoors or are outdoors on pas- 
ture, will lower the grdde if the qual- 
ity is not good, but not otherwise, 

Additional returns to the producer 
are obtained by attention td a num- 
ber of small details in the production 
of eggs:~-Dirty eggs will bring less 
returns regardless of the interior 
quality, They will require very little 
cleaning if nests are clean and if 
the hens are kept inside in wet wea- 
ther, Male birds should not be kept 
with the flock in summer, Fertile 
eggs start development above 68 
degrees F. and the quality is affect- 
ed. Wire baskets for gathering make 
for more rapid cooling of eggs. Cool- 
ing can be speeded up still more by 
putting them on trays overnight in 
the egg room before packing the 
next day.

SUMMERFALLOW AND 
CUTWORM CONTROL 


Cutworms have caused consider- 
able damage in some districts this 
year. J, L. Supervisor of 
Pest Control for the Alberta Depart- 
ment. of Agriculture, gays that with 
the moisture conditions prevailing 
during the period of their activity, 
damage in 1948 is likely to bé heav- 
jer still unless precautions are tak- 
en, 

You can do much towards check- 
ing next years cutworm damage by 
keeping off the fallow during August 
and. eatly September, Cutworm 
moths lay their eggs during this 
time but they must have looge soil 
for the operation, The less loose soil 
there is around the fewer eggs will 
be laid. 

Summerfallow is one of the prob- 
lema. If you can keep off the sum- 
merfallow between early August 


and September 15th the local. rains’ 


ewill have a chance to crust the goil 
surface and discourage ege laying. 
Weedy and dusty fallow encourages 
moths to lay their eggs there. Try 
to get your fallow cleaned up within 
the next few.days to give the rains 
a chance to crust the soil surface. 
This programme may interfere with 
those two-week cultivations you are 
giving your sgummerfallow for per- 
ennial weed. control, Where. cuyt- 
worms are @ serious problem pay at- 
tention to the cutworm first, but be 
ready to start work again on the 
perennials just as soon as the flight 
of the cutworm moths is over. 

Keep farm animals off the sum- 
merfallow during August and early 
September; Cattle or other live stock 
walking across the fields break the 
crusted surface and provide ae 
spots for egg laying. 


Clean out your furnace and chim- 
ney during the summer to. avoid 
waste of heat and danger of fire next 
winter.

The staff of the Home Economics 
Service of the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, advise that many jn- 
quiries are received about the ad- 
vantage of using a pressure cooker 


as compared with the usual hot wat-. 


er bath method, y , 

They say that the pressure cooker 
provides the safest method for can- 
ning meat and vegetables except 
tomatoes, With steam under pres- 
sure a higher temperature is reach- 
ed than by the hot water bath meth- 
od, resulting in more thorough ster- 
lization and requiring a shorter per- 
iod for processing. If the hot water 
bath method ig used for non-acid 
\egetables (such as peas, corn and 
greens) and for meat, constant pro- 
cesying for at least three hours is 
necessary, Vegetables (except toma- 
toes) which have not been processed 
under pressure must be boiled . for 
ten minutes before even testing. so 
as to destroy the toxin of any spore- 
forming bactetia which may not 
have been destroyed in the boiling 
proccas. 

Pressure canning is not generally 
recommended for fruits and tomatoes 


since the high temperature breaks. 


down the delicate tissues, If using 
the pressure cooker for fruits such 
as peaches, pears, apricots and cher- 
ries---use the cold pack method and 
process at five pounds pressure for 
five minutes, . 

NOTE: When using the pressure 
canner for processing, the pressure 
should be increased by one pound for 
each 2,000 feet above sea-level.
